The first body of any viktim 
identified was that of Paul Dear- 
ing, 36, of North Tarrytown, N. Y., 
Public Relations Director for War 
Relief Services-N.C.W.C., who is 
believed to have been blown from 
his office by the force of the ex- 
plosion. His body was found on a 
ledge on the seventy-second floor 
of the building. .

New York, July 22 —(NC)— 
“We Christians who practice our 
faith face the future without fear, 
because we know that as individ- 
uals we move under the protection 
of Almighty God, and that what 
happens to us is good because He 
is good,” Fulton Oursler, editor, 


lecturer and author, declared this} 


evening in an address on the Cath- 
olic Hour radio program. 


Mr. Oursler’s discourse was one 
in a series on the theme “Peace 
and the Post War World,” de. 
livered by outstanding Catholic 
laymen for the Catholic Hour, 
which is produced by the National 
Council of Catholic Men and broad- 
cast over the network of the Nat- 
ional Broadcasting Company. 


“We do not fear the future for 
mankind because we know it is 
our task to bring mankind back 
to obedience to God,” he said, “to 
trust in Him and love Hiin as the 
only way upward. So we face 
the future in the spirit of many 
of our forefathers who settled 
this land. Our faith is strong and 
sure because our history has 
proved repeatedly that those who 
have faith in God will also have 
faith in their own powers to meet 
any evil and overcome it. A way 
will be shown to them in the 
strength of their faith.

Rota Denies 32 
Petitions For 
Annulment In 1944 


Washington, July 23 —-(NC)— 
The March 26 issue of the Acte 
; Sedis, the latest to be 
circulated by the National Catn- 
olic Welfare Conference here, 
contains the annual report of the 
Secred Roman Rota for the year 
1944, The report shows that ex- 
actly one-half of the 64 petitions 
for annulment of meorriage were 
denied. In the majority of cases 
in which an affirmative decree re- 
sulted, the invalidating cause was 
“fear and force." 

This is the lowest number of 
marriage annulment cases con- 
sidered by the Rota since 1939 
when 42 out of 56 pleas were 
denied. Reports for succeeding 
yeors show 55 out of 76 cases 
decided negatively 1940, 58 out 
of 87 in 1941, 36 out of 76 in 
1942, and 33 out of 72 in 1945.

Died In Sinking» 
Of Prison Ship 
Two Other Priests Lost 


In Earlier Sinking 
Of Another Vessel 


Washington, July 30 — (NC) — 
The War Department announced 
today that eight Army chaplains 
previously reported as “detained by 
the enemy,” since the fall of Ba- 
taan and Corregidor are now listed 
as “killed in action.” Six of these 
are Catholic priests. All lost their 
lives in the sinking of a Japanese 
prison ship on which they were be- 
ing transported as prisoners of 
war. 


The Catholic chaplains who lost 
their lives in the sinking of a Jap- 
anese prison ship on December 15, 
1944, are the Revs. Richard E. Car- 
berry, of Portland, Ore.; William 
T. Cummings, M.M., of San Fran- 
cisco; John J. McDonnell, of Brook- 
lyn; Henry B. Stober, of Coving- 
ton; Joseph G. Vanderheiden, 0.5. 
B., of San Francisco, and Matthias 
E. Zerfas, of Milwaukee. 


These priests are in addition to 
two other Catholic chaplains, the 
Revs. James Walter O’Brien, of 
San Francisco, and Thomas Sceci- 
na, of Indianapolis, recently rte- 
ported as “killed in action” in the 
torpedoing of another Japanese 
prison ship off the coast of South 
China on October 24, 1944, 


The name of the ship was not 
mentioned in the War Department 
release, but it was stated that the 
ship, sunk on December 15, 1944, 
left Manila on December 13 and 
was torpedoed in Subie Bay. , The 
American Government has just re- 
ceived from Japan the names of 
some 1,600 men who were aboard 
the ship headed for prison camps 
in Japan. Of this total, 942 were 
killed outright, 59 died later, two 
survived and escaped, and 618 other 
survivors were presumably taken 
to Japan as prisoners of war. 
Chaplain Carberry attended Lor- 
as College in Dubuque. He was sta- 
tioned in Portland, Ore., before en- 
tering the army. For his service 
in the Philippines he was awarded 
the Silver Star and also an Oak 
Leaf Cluster. 


QGhaplain Cummings, a Maryknoll 
missioner, was commissioned in the 
field. The oft-quoted phrase, “There 
are no atheists in foxholes,” is said 
to have originated in one of his 
sermons to the troops on Bataan. 
He was awarded the Purple Heart 
decoration for a wound received 
during the bombardment of a. hos- 
pital there. 


Chaplain McDonnell also served 
under General MacArthur at Ba- 
taan and was a chaplain in Manila 


Harbor. 


Chaplain Stober, born in Cincin- 
nati, was ordained for the Coving- 
ton Diocese in 1931. He was pastor 
at St. Wiliiam’s Church, Williams- 
town, Ky., when he entered the 
Army shortly before Pearl Harbor. 
Several communications were re- 
ceived from him while he was de- 
tained as a prisoner.

Have A Right To 
Remain Americans 


This means that Americans who 
have always been Americans have 
a right to remain Americans—that 
to make them arbitrarily a part 
of another nation, just to reward 
an ally or to punish an enemy ls 
a grave injustice to the Americans 
so shifted about. Since America 1s 
the winner in this war, no Ameri- 
can provinces will be shifted. It 1s 
therefore important for Americans 
to remember that Karelian Fians, 
Bessarabians, Rumanians, German 
East Prussians and Pomeranians 
and Silesians, and Eastern Poles 
feel about their provinces and their 
mother country exactly as Cali- 
fornians would fee] about being 
torn from the United States. 

To tear such people from their 
mother country is a_ horrifying 
crime against them and against 


a clear majority of the people who 
have long lived in a territory wish 
it, may a province be shifted from 
one country to another. If the 
Formosans want to be independent, 
they must be granted independence; 
if they want to belong to China, 
they must be federated with China; 
but if they want to remain Jap- 
anese, then they must be allowed 
to remain Japanese, just as, even 
if we lost a war, the Texans, so 
wishing, would have to be allowed 
to remain Americans, Qne may 
not, to punish a loser, push and 
barter the peoples of any pro- 
vince, about. 


Did Wilson Foresee 
Present Circumstances? 


Almost as if Woodrow Wilson 
had prophetically foreseen the pres- 
ent scandal of slicing huge ter- 
ritories from Poland and then try- 
ing to compensate for this rob- 
bery by forcing Poland to rob Ger- 
man territories, he declared em- 
phatically: 


Every territorial settlement 
involved in this war must be 
made in the interest and for the 
benefit of the populations con- 


cerned, and not as a part of any 
mere adjustment or compromise 
of claims amongst rival States. 
(Feb, 11, 1918) 


This means that Americans must 
insist in all territorial disputes that 
the point is not what any nations, 
including our allies, want, but what 
the people living there want. If the 
East Prussians want to remain 
Germans, as they have been seven 
hundred years longer than _the Tex- 
jans have been Americans, then no 
power on earth has the right to 
}-make them Poles or Russians, not 
even the “Big Three.” If the Aus- 
trians want to be federated with 
their fellow Germans, as they kept 
trying long before Hitler came to 
power, then to use machine guns to

This is the principle and the pro-

but it was evident that this time 
he had been caught off-base. It 
‘took him five precious minutes to 
extract the information that the 
challenger assumed that the Con- 
ference advocates making every- 
thing in the home—from fountain 
pens to furnaces. It took him only 
one minute to demolish that as- 
sumption. 


Msgr. Ligutti showed _ that 
NCRLC advises home production 
where feasible and economic; and 
that it is always more feasible 
and economic to produce part of 
the family living in a rural home 
than in an urban home. He point- 
ed out that much of the food which 
was once raised on the family acres 
and processed in the family kitchen 
with all the members of the fam- 
ily cooperating, is now purchased 
at the A & P, or worse still, at the 
corner delicatessen, with the re- 
sult that the family must now scat- 
ter every day to earn as wage 
slaves the income necessary to buy 
these factory processed (and often 
emasculated) necessities. He show- 
ed that rural home—even a part- 
time home on the land—can cut its 
milk bill in half by keeping a cow, 
have bacon, hams, and sausages on 
call by playing valet to a few pigs, 
assure the necessary minerals and 
vitamins for the family at no cost 
by raising a garden and having a 
root cellar. He stated that sewing 
is still a family occupation in rural 
homes and that handicrafts have 
traditionally flourished in the coun- 
try. What’s more, he showed that 
in periods of unemployment or 
sickness, the rural family has some- 
thing to fall back on—something 
of its own to work with. Its mem- 
bers are not so terrified by the 
thought of unemployment that they 
will run after each new economic 
fad or silvery-tongued demagog. 
A rural family is stable, strong, 
tenacious of life. 


At another meeting in the same 
year, a group of sisters teaching 
in urban schools sweetly informed 
the Monsignor that they would not 
be present at the afternoon ses- 
sion because they were not inter- 
ested in rural. problems. This 
caused Msgr. Ligutti to explode 
again. He roared that the great- 
est rural problem is not in the 
country but in the cities—espe- 
cially the 92 urban centers, over 
one hundred thousand where the 
the population is so far from pro- 
ducing itself that they would die 
out in four generations if they were 
not supplemented by the surplus 
population from the country. 


As his temperature fell slightly, 
Msgr. Ligutti explained that peo- 
ple in cities just don’t have fam- 
ilies—that eighty percent of the 
Catholics in America live in cities 
—that Catholics are not reproduc- 
ing themselves—and that the 
Church in America is doomed to 
decline unless God works a miracle 
or more Catholics move onto the 
land. He quoted statistics: even 
cities of ten thousand as a whole 
do not reproduce themselves; in 
Catholic Boston, 49 percent of the 
families have NO children, 19 per- 
cent have only one child. In Chi- 
cago, a Catholic center, 50 per- 
cent of the families have NO.chil- 
dren, 23 percent have only one 
child. And so on. At the same 
time, a study in Muncie, Ind., shows 
that urban Catholics are only 
slightly more prolific than urban 
non-Catholics. 

Here is one of those stubborn 
trends you read about, which can 
be arrested only by persistent and 
determined action directed toward 
changing the environment of the 
family. . 

It is true that there are poverty 
and misery in the country and that 
the Conference aims to better rural 
living and make it more attractive. 
It is true that health, educational 
and cultural facilities are more 
adequate in the city than in the 
country. It is true that there are 
rural slums and problem areas in 
rural America, But there are many 
more under-privileged people in 
the cities—much more misery and 
suffering—-many more people who 
haven’t the ghost of a chance to

It believes 
that they are better off than half 
the urban population. Rather it 
tries to enrich rural life and ex. 
tends the advantages of rural liv. 
ing to a constantly larger number 
of people. 

However, even though a rural 
shack Surpasses an urban tenement 
there is a case for some redistribu. 
tion of burdens. Since rural fam. 
ilies rear and educate far more 
than their proportionate share of 
children and since taxable wealth 
and income are smaller in the coun. 
try, Justice demands that the rest 
of society contribute to the main. 
tenance of health and educational 
facilities for rural as well as pr. 
ban people. Here is a prima facie 
ease for federal aid to education 
and assistance to hospital and med. 
ical services in rural areas, The 
burden should be shared by the 
general taxpayer, because all so. 
ciety profits by the child-rearing 
efforts of rural families, two-fifths 
of whose progeny normally go to 
bolster the declining population of 
our cities. 


The NCRLC believes and teaches 
that rural living is about the only 
way in which the common man can 
Own productive property and have 
“space, light and air for the fam- 
ily” as urged by Pius XII. And it 
is elementary Catholic philosophy 
that ownership of productive prop- 
erty (involving personal respon. 
sibility, management, and planning) 
is necessary to the full develope 
ment of human personality. The 
daily care of a cow can do more 
to develop human personality (and 
vocabulary) than all the highly 
specialized occupations prewvided by 
our highly industrialized economy— 
where the ordinary individual does 
not have to think and plan, but 
normally acts upon the thinking of 
a few experts who draw the blue- 
prints. 

This does not mean that every- 
body must become a full time farm- 
er to insure the proper develop- 
ment of his personality. There are 
just not enough farms to g0 
around. But millions of people can 
become part-time farmers, with 
one foot on the land and one in 
industry. A number of projects 
along these lines have already been 
established under Catholic auspices. 
Likewise, there is no reason why 
industry must be concentrated 
right in Chicago or Detroit. Thou- 
sands of plants could be operated 
more economically in small towns 
where the workers could enjoy 
homes on the land while deriving 
their cash income from industrial 
employment. | 

The National Catholic Rural Life 
Conference also speaks for rural 
people, and exerts its influence Im 
the direction of sound policy re- 
garding land tenures, set] conser 
vation, rural social welfare.

| In his five-point peace plan of 
Christmas Eve, 1939, Pope Pius 
XII, of course, prescribes the same 
principles. He requires “for all 
nations, great or small, powerful or 
weak... their right to life and in- 
'dependence,” and he demands par- 
ticularly that “the real needs and 
the just demands of nations and 
populations, and of racial minori- 
ties” be satisfied. 

In 1918 Wilson’s principle of self- 
determination was* approved by all 
governments and certainly rejected 
by none. Since then it has been 
frequently restated and reaffirmed, 
notably in the Atlantic Charter. 
Governments have broken Wilson’s 
Fourteen Points and _ territorial 
principles and seem to be plotting 
to break them again for the same 
reason that people who endorse the 
Ten Commandments nevertheless 
lie, steal, and kill. People sin and 
‘nations sin because they do not 
‘have the will to do what is right. 
And with nations as with individ- 
uals—“The wages of sin is death.” 

Statesmen have absolutely no 
right to talk of securing a peace, of 
dictating a permanent peace, if 
when they draw up a peace treaty, 
they commit the most obvious and 
flagrant of crimes—that of terri- 
torial robberies. 


No Excuse Now For 
Territorial Robberies

He quotes several scripture 
texts, particularly from St. Paul, 
which relate to the power of the 
price of the Redemption paid by 
Christ for mankind’s_ salvation, 
and the power of faith.

This means that he must 
obey the Ten Commandments, 
no matter how strongly he trusts 
in the merits of Christ. God is 
essentially and unalterably oppos- 
ed to sin, and could not have per- 
mitted the Redemption if it would

None but an uninstrucied Cath- 
olic could believe that the priest 
pretends to forgive sin aside from 
the merits of Christ. In the Sac- 
rament of Penance, the priest ap- 
plies those merits for the remis- 
sion of actual sins, just as the 
minister applies them in the Sac- 
rament of Baptism for the remis- 
sion of sin.

One thousand years’ before 
Christ, David (Ps.

“a priest of the most high God, 
who offered bread and wine” (XIV, 
18). Christ was a priest accord- 
ing to that order at the Last Sup- 
per, and became a priest accord- 
ing to that order “forever” by 
commissioning the Apostles to do 
the identical thing which he had 
just done. That unbloody  ob- 
lation we call the Mass, just as it 
Was necessary to give a name to 
the mystery of the Holy Trinity, 
a name to the coming of the Son 
of God from Heaven, a name to 
the book which contains inspired 
writings.

Call the place in the other world 
of temporal punishment what you 
please, whether purgatory, or limbo, 
or a prison (Matt. V, 25), even 
reason demands the existence of 
such a place. People go from this 
world into eternity, and just how 
would you classify people in this 
world? You would at once think 
of three classes, namely, the very 
good, the very bad, and the great- 
er number who do not fit into 
either of those two classifications. 
The very good, reason suggests, 
should go immediately to heaven; 
the very bad immediately to hell; 
but where would you place those 
who are neither very good nor 
very bad? 

As to heaven, St. John tells us 
“there shall not enter into it any- 
thing defiled” (Apoc. XXI, 27), 
and Holy Scripture is very clear 
on the subject of the eternity of 
hell for all who enter it. 

The common solution offered by 
Protestants for this demand of 
reason is that Christ has paid the 
penalty of the believers’ sins, and 
hence they are not imputed to 
them. Does this mean that if a 
believer in Christ, who has violat- 
ed many Commandments many 
times since he last elicited an act 
of faith in Christ as his personal 
Savior and who dies suddenly, 
goes straight to heaven? One 
imbued with any sense of the 
holiness and justice of God must 
reject this idea, particularly since 
it is not in line with what a single 
Christian in the golden era of the 
Church believed. God does not 
change, and Holy Scripture repre.

CHAPLAIN IS FIRST PATIENT

In his training, intellectual and 
spiritual, the greatest pains have 
been taken. 

Coming from a fine family he

eral education before he enters the 
Major Seminary where, for six 
years, in his studies of Philosophy 
and Theology, he learns to meet 
the problems of the modern mind, 
to state clearly and defend the 
divine message of Christ.

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U.S. Leads In 
Contributions 
To The Missions 


Funds From European 
Nations Are Shut 
Off By The War 


Rome, July 30 —(CIP)— The 
annual report of the Congregation 
for Propagating the Faith reveals 
that the United States made by 
far the largest contribution to- 
wards supporting Catholic mis- 
activity in 1944. The 
Catholics of the United States 
contributed $762,500. Great Brit- 
sin came second with 68,500 
sterling (approximately $274,000) 
and then Canada with $270,000 
(Canadian). Ireland sent 47,000 
sterling (approximately $188,000). 

The surprising thing appearing 
‘, the contributions is the large 
contribution made by Italy, which 
im 1944 was only half liberated, 
and the poorer half at that. Italy’s 
contribution amounted to 22,311,537 
lire (approximately $225,115). 
This compares extremely favor- 
ably with the gifts of the other 
Latin nations. Spain, for instance,

(130,000 pesetas approximately 
$10,000): Argentina, 10,000,000 


lire (approximately $100,000). 
The war, in cutting so many 
countries off from the Holy See, 
has seriously affected missionary 
eontributions. Holland, for  in- 
stance, which used to make the 
lareest missionary offering in pr?- 
nortion to its Catholic population, 
hs not been able to send any 
finds to Rome since before~ the 
var. 

The Congregation for Propagat- 
ng the Faith (Propaganda Fide) 
ls an entirely autonomous ad- 
ministration, and its funds are ex- 
dusively. dedicated to promoting 
Catholic missionary activities all 
wer the world. Its funds are de- 
rived from collections taken up by 
the bishops in their own dioceses 
and then sent to Rome.

London, July 30 —(NC)— The 
increasingly virulent propaganda 
attack on Spain in the British sec- 
ular press is causing considerabie 
disquiet ‘among Catholics of this 
country. Secular writers said the 
subject of Spain was on the agen-

Commenting on this, the Cath- 
olic Herald warns: “We may be 
certain that if anything done at 
Potsdam interferes with the Ilber- 
ian Peninsula this will mean in 
effect a further step along the 
road to Russia-sponsored commun- 
ism in Europe,’ 

To foist communism on Spain, 
it is pointed out here, would ob- 
viously mean a second civil war 
and, if communism were to tri- 
umph, the gate would be at least 
partly opened for its infiltration 
into South America. 


“One suggestion in this propa- 
randa attack is that the people 
of Spain should be given an op- 
portunity of choosing the sart of 
Government they want,” the Cath- 
olic Times says. “May we sug- 
gest that the same rule should be 
applied to the Baltic States, to 
Poland and to Belgium. If the 
democrats of the Left really mean 
that people have a right to choose, 
why are they endeavoring to cheat 
the peoples of the various count- 
ries out of the regimes they de- 
sire? 

“Take the case of Belgium. The 
Left demands the King’s abdic- 
tion. All the signs are that the 
vast majority of the people want

Calvary, Says: 
Fulton Oursler 


Digest Editor Holds 
World Refuses To 
Face The Facts 


New York, July 29 —(N@- 
“Ever since Christ carried is 
cross, man has been trying to find 
a detour around Calvary. It can’t 
he done,” Fulton Oursler, widely 
known lecturer, editor and author, 
counseled this evening in an ad- 
dress on the Catholic Hour radio 


program. 
“We have to look the issue 
squarely in the face,” he said. 


“This has been a world of selfish- 
ness, of power politics, which 
means commercial politics, which 
means organized greed, which is 
bound to mean, sooner or later, 
the anguish unutterable of war... 
The way to happiness is the way 
of Christ and His cross, for until 
we have let death have our sins, 
we shall never rise from the grave 
of the past into the glory of the 
new future.” 

Mr. Oursler’s address was his 
last of three in the series on the 
general theme, “Peace and the 
Post-War World,” given by prom- 
inent Catholic laymen for the 
Catholic Hour, which is produced 
by the National Council of Cath- 
olic Men and broadcast. by the 
National Broadcasting Company. 

At the outset of his talk Mr. 
Oursler told of a mysterious man 
who at the same time each morn- 
ing used to call the telephone op- 
erator and ask for the exact time. 
The operator grew curious. The 
man explained he had to have the 
exact time each day because he 
was the man who blew the town 
whistle at noon. The operator 
responded: “Well, that’s funny, 
that is. Because every day on the 
stroke of noon I set our clock by 
your whistle.” The story, Mr. 
Oursler said, illustrates how man 
“flounders in confusion and goes 
around in a silly circle until he 
learns that he must turn to some 
other power, outside, beyond and 
greater than himself if he would 
find the truth.” 

“What the future holds for us,” 
Mr. Oursler said, “will depend on 
whether we shake foolish heads 
and refuse to believe in- God’s 
mercy and: wisdom, or whether we 
lift up our hearts in prayer. That 
is the only real question of the 
future. Everything else will de- 
pend upon that, and each one of 
uS must make a part of the an- 
swer—and it may well be an im- 
portant part.”

The Japanese disclosed that he 
had no food or water for five 
days. Father Voge! formerly 
served as assistant pastor at St. 
Joseph's Church in Buffalo. He 
is an alumnus of the Pontifical 
College Josephinum in Worthing- 
ton, O.

Catholic High School there are 
some children who do not profit 
by the discipline and the guid- 
ance of the school. But that is 
because their own home influence 
is not wholesome. If their par- 
ents are not religious; if they 
rather be careless about the prac- 
tice of their faith; if they have 
not “the mind of the Church,” 


Christian ideals counteract the 
good which the school attempts 
to do. 


Just as many industries spend 
considerable money to have po- 
»tential mechanics trained for the 
industry’s own good in the fu- 
ture, so does the far-seeing pas- 
tor believe that a training of 
future parishioners along solid- 
ly Christian lines becomes a very 
profitable investment, even 
though the parish at large must 
help to pay the cost. 


Evidently schools cannot be 
operated without financial help. 
Their construction and their 
maintenance require a_ vast 
amount of money, and the small 
amount of tuition charged for 
each student is insignificant in 
comparison to the benefits which 
could be derived by the child, by 
the family of the child, by the 
parish.
